the King of Spain's Camp at Nizza, June 16. 
the. King .ook an Oath of Fidelity of the 
Magiltraces and Superiors of the Ecclefi- 
afticks ; and gave leave to the Bithop, the 
Governour, and other Portugueze Offi- 
cers to goto Lisbou on their Parole to re urn wachin 
2 Months. The Garrifon is fent to Madrid. The 
roth his M.j. {ty march’d with his Army from Por- 
talegre, aid encamp'd within a League of Cattel 
David. The sich the King took a View of that 
Place in Perfon ; and the fame Day receiv’d Advice 
that the Inhabitants of Monjanto had revolted and 
declar'd for the Enemy, but ‘that 90 French, parc of 
the Garrifon, were recis’d into the Caltle and ttood 
upon cheir Defenec.. Hereupon his Majefty fent 4 
Detachments into Beira co clear the Province of the 
Enemy. The 12th 50 Draguons and 4 Companies of 
Grenadiers advanc’d. wihin Cannon thot of Caftel 
David, whereupon 1200 Portugueze and Englith 
fallied out, and killing 4 of our Men and wounding 
1o the reft rear’d. Lhe 13th the heavy Baggage 
the Army. The 14ih came Advice that Mon- 
Gcoffreville advaucing towards Monfanto, met 


the Enemy near Jdanba Nova, in number-g000 Men, 


marching Cqlumns ; he engagd one Column, 
but appreheudi go be fhem’d in by the other two, 
ferir’d with the Lofs of 56 Men. Yefterday came 
farther. Advice, thatthe Enemy had pur 400 Men in- 
to." Monfauto, “but: that, the Cattle held our ftill ; 
whereupon the King thought fic to break up from 
before Cattei David and. march to this Place. This 
Afrernoon we had Intelligence, that the 4 Detach- 
ments,-which werfatd before were fent over the Ta- 
gus,..joyn'd near Caftelbranco, and were march- 
ing directly towards the Enemy ; fo that we expect 
Maed:id, June 21. We have Advice from the King’s 
Army, chat his Majefty defigns to difpofe his Troops 
ince Quarters the 25th or 26ch of this Month, being 
unable co keep the. Field longer for want of Forrage. 
From’ the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 8. 
Twin, june 23.. This Afternoon at 4 a Clock, we 
receiv'd Advice that the Enemies are broken up from 
before Vercelli; and thar his Reyal Highnefs is in 
Motion with 7000 Hosfe, defigning, to fall upon their 
ear. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jaly to. , 
- Amfterdam, July 10. The foilawing Letter is from 
the Duke of Marlbo,ough tothe States General, 
High and Mighty Lords! 
ON our arrival 4 Onderringen the 1ft inftanr, ha- 
\ ving Intelligence that the Elector of Bavaria had 
detach’d the belt of his Infantry, to reinforce the Pott 
of Schellenberg, where for feveral days he had caus'd 
Men to work upon Iutrenchments, as being a Poft of 
great Importance 1o him, I refoly’d to actack that 
Poft'; aceording!v yelt-rday Morning at 3 a Clock I 
march’d at the Head of a Detachment of 6000 Foot. 
and 30 Squadrons of ‘Horfe ; with 3 Batralions of 
Imperial Grenadiers, which were furnifi'd by the 
Prince of Baden ; the reft of the Army follow’d. Burt 
the March beirglong, and the Ways very bad, we 
could not reach rhe River. Wrenrz till Noon, and ir, 
took 3 Hours ro lay the Bridges'for the Troops 
and Canhon to pafs over: At 6 a Clock ail the ne- 


ceffary Difpofitions being made,we began the Attack ;_ 
the Enemy being well incrench’d detcuded themlelves 
with great Refoiution above an Hi ur, but were at 
length tore’d to yield co the Bray ery of our [roops ; 
ana by God's Help we gain'd. a compleai Victory. 
We have taken 15 pieces ot Cannon, and all their 
Tents and Baggage. Lhe Count a’Arco their Com- 
manderinchuf, and their ocher General Officers, 
were obiigd to {wim the Danube ro fave them{cives. 
wih your High Mightinciles good Succefs of this 
begioning ; which by the Blc ifing of Heaven 
hope we th.ii imjrove to ver, grea’ Advantage, 
_ We have lott very many brav« Officers,and cannot 
fufficiently lament the Death of Mcificurs Goor and 
Beynheym, who fell in the Action; the Prince of 
Baden and General Thungen are flightly wounded ; 
the Count de Stirum is thot through the Body, but’ 
‘us hoped may recover. The Heredirary Price of 
Heffe Caffel, Lieutenant General Cotnt Horn, Major 
General Wood, and Montieur Palland are likew ife 
wounded : I cannot at prefent give your High Mighti- 
neffes all the Particulars, bur will not fail to fend 
them by the firft Opportunity. . 
A little before the Ar‘ack beg1n,*he Baron of Mol-. 
tenburg, Adjutant G ‘eral co Prince Eugene of Savoy, 
me Advice from his Highnefs, that':he Mar-. 
thals Villeroy and Tailard are march’d towards Stras~ 
in order to fend a Reiiiorcemenc to the. 
Elector of Bavaria through che, Black Foirift; and 
I have Intelligence’ from other Hands that the, de- 
fign him-¥0 Batrallions and 60 Squadrons of their 
eft Troops. 
Having been an Eye-witne(s how etnirently Mon-. 
fieur Mortagne diftinguith’s himfe'f duri.g the whole 
Aion; I cannot refrain doing him the Juttice to ree 
commend him to your High Mightinefles; thar he 
may by fome Means be made amends for the Lofs 
of his Genera}, For which Reafin I have chofen him 
to ke the Bearer of this Letrer, aud to relate to you 
what has pafs’d more at large. I am, 
Frm the Camp High and Mighry Lords, &c:?

Letter to their High Mightineff’s from Lieute- 
nant General the Baron van Hompefch. 
My Lords! 
been prefent in the Adtion yefterday,’ 
wherein by God’s affiftance the Enemy was dé. 
feated near Donawert, I cannot forbear fending fome 
Account of it in Writing to your Gigh Mighrineffes 
by my Adjutant, who wil! give you a more particular 
Relation by word of Mouth. The Army march’d 
yefterday Morning from Hemerdingen, which is di+ 
ftant fix Hours (or common Englifh Leagues) from 
Donawert; and tho’ the Arm had march’d 2.0r 3 
days before withour Intermiffion,and fo had nat time 
to have the Wars clear’d, yer by the Care and Dili- 
gence of the Duke of Marlborough, we fourd the 
Roads made paffable, and a Bridge ready laid on the 
River Wrentz, over which and through a Ford the 
Horfe and Dragoons march’d; mean time. orher 
Bridges of Pontons were made with all Diligence fog 
the Foot ro pafs over. Tae Horfe confifted of 32 
Squadrons, and were !ed by my Lord Duke in Perfon, 
with the Hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel, Lieuc?- 
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General Lumly,my felf,General Bonafau, Major 
General Woud,the Prince of Homburg, and the Count 
of Erbach and Schulembourg. The Foot, confifted 
of 5850 detach’d Men, and by Order of the Duke of 
‘Marlborough were commanded by Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Goor, with Lieutenant Genetal Horn, and the 
Majors General Wichers, Luyck, Polland, and Bein- 
heim. The Duke of Marlborough mov'd up with 
the Horfe as near to the Enemy’s Intrenchments as 
was neceflary, totake a View of them. The Foor 
being drawn up in fit Order to attack the Enemy, 
the firft Line was led_on by Lieutenant General Goor, 
the fecond by Licucenant General Horn to fupport 
the firft ; and the.32 Squadrons follow’d to fupport 
both. In this Difpoficion the Englifh and Durch be- 


gan the Attack afier che Cannon on both fides had. 


play’d an Hout ; thie Enemies Intrenchments were 
flank’d on one Mand by Donawert and on the other 


by a Wood. ‘Tite Englifh and Dutch, I fay, began’ 


the Attack, without fofing time by ftaying for the 
Imperialifts ; they prefs’d on with great Bravery, and 
the Enemy defended themfelves with equal Vigour ; 
the Imperialifts made what haftc they covid, and 
Were led up to the Charge in good Order by the 
Prince 6f Baden ; After a hard Fight of an hour and 


a half, arthe fhuciing in of Evening the Intrench- 


ments were forc’d. ‘Lhe Dragoons, who mov’d up 
elofe wich the Foor, whom they were appointed to 
faftain, were command:d by the Hereditary Prince 
of Heffe ; He kept in the rhickeft of the Fire till he 
receiv’d a Wound in the Breaft. The Horfe were 
by Lieutenant General Lumley and my 
felf: 

Of the Foor, Licutenant General Goor, and Major 
General Beinhcim, were kill'd. Lieucenant General 


Horn wounded in the Leg, Major General Pallard in 


the Foor but not dangeroufly, Brigadier Tobias fhot 
through the Body. Of the Horfe, tle Hereditary 
Prince of Heffe was wounded, as I {aid before ; Ma- 
jor Generi! Wood was wounded ; Count Erbach 
had one Horfe kill’d and another wounded. My 
Horfe was wounded. The Prince of Saxe, a Briga- 
dies, wounded in the Arm, but nor dangeroufly. Bri- 
gadier Boodmar, wounded. Of the Imperialifts, the 
Prince of Baden, wounded in the Foor, but nor 
dangeroufly ; I faw him and {poke to him after we 


‘had won the Enemies Intrenchments, he complain’d 


his Foot pain’d him but faid he did not apprehend the 
Wound was dangerous; his Horfe was likewife 
wounded. Counc Siirum, fhot through the Body, 
his Life is in danger. General Thungen receiv’d a 
Wound in the Hand. Prince Alexander of Wircem- 
berg, Major General, wounded in the Leg. The 
Prince of Beverés, Major General kill’d. 
“When the Lift is taken of the other Officers, and 
alfo of the common Soldiers, that are k®!'d or wound- 
ed, I will fend ir. Mean time 1 gucfs there may be 
in all about 6 or 790 kill'd, and 1000 wounded dan- 
geroufly. The Duke of Marlborough gave his Or- 
ders, during the whole Action, with all the quicknefs, 
temper, judgment,and prefence of Mind,thac is potfible 
for Man co have.And “tis generally cor fefs’d the Prince 
of Baden perform’d the part of a skilful and brave 
General. So that both have gain’d great Honour. 
Tam wich due and profound Kefpect,

From the Amiterdatn Courant, dared July 10 
Brage Jaly 4. The 2d initant ac Noon, a Body 
of Dutch Troaps of 9000 Mea, commanded by Ge- 
neral Spar, came before this Place, on the fide of the 
Crofs Gare. About 4a Clock cur Cannon fir'd upon 
them, but did little Execution. In the Evening they 
tais'd Batteries, and at one the next Morning began 
to throw Bombs and Carcaifes, and fhoot buratng 
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Bullets, into the Town ; at half an hour paft feven 
they drew off and march’é to Maldegem. gen 
were laid in Ruins by the Bombs, and about 100 
fhatter’d ; The Damage would have been greater,had 
not inany of the Bombs burft in thie Air We had nor 
one Perfon kilfd, and butafewhur. 

_ Bergen op Zoom, July 7. This Morning at Nine a 
Clock, an Exprefs arriv’d from Baron Spar, with Ler- 
ters for the Penfionary Heinfius, Monfieur d’Auver- 
querque, and the Counr de Noyelles, which Letters 
were immediately difpatch’d forward. The Meffen- 
ger rcports, that our Bombs having done confiderable 
Damage to the Town of Bruges thc 2d inftant, the 
Inhabitants to. prevent being Bombarded again, have 
agreed to pay 600000 Gulders in 6 Months time. 
This is confirtn’d by Letters chat feveral Perfons of 
this Place have receiv’d fince Morning. se 

" Maeftricht, July 7. The sft inftant the Baron de 
Trogne was detach’d with a certain Number of Men 
from the Army commanded by Monfieur d’Auver- 
querque; the Baron march’d towards Liege, 
Monfieur d’Auverquerque with the Army began té 
March the fame way the 4th at Night. The sth the 
Baron having receiv’d a Reinforcement to his De- 
tachment from Liege and Huy, turn’d fhort and ad- 
vanc'd to rhe Enemies Lines, which he entred and 
rook Poft near Wafeige. The fame day Monfieur 
d’Auverquerque march’d to Haffelt, and yefterday 
advanc’d near St. Tron; whence he detach’d Mon- 
fieur Dompre wich feveral Squadrons of Horfe, eacts 
Horfeman having a Grenadiet behind him, to rein- 
force the Baron de Trogne ; and himfelf with the 
reft of the Army is following with all Diligence. The 
Enemies Army is likewife in Motion to make Head 
againft ours. 12 or 1§ Peafants were feiz’d by our 
Army near Diepenbeck, for cutting the Bank of rhe 
River Demer, and. making it overflow the Country 
as the Army was moving that way, thereby retard- 
ing their March. Yefterday we heard the firing of 
Cannon from the Enemies Lines,and therefore expect 
to hear there has been Action. Juft now Advice is 
come, that the Baron de Trogne retir’d out of the 
Enemies Lines laft Night, becaufe our Army being 
hindred by the overflowing of the Demer, could ~
